SACRAMENTO. CaL, Dec. 22.— 


Sensational charges of a -widespread 
I. W. W. plot to flynamlt* the two 
local plants • of the Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company were made by Chief 
of Police Conran' tonight In a state- 
ment declaring that the police have 
positive evidence tending to Implicate 
William Hood and G. F. Voetter, I. 
"W. "W.-leader arrested today, in Mon- 
day night's attempt to dynamite' the 
governor's mansion and kill Governor 
and Mrs. "William D. Stephens. 


The Chief's statement followed a 
raid on I. W. W. headquarters here, 
•where thirty-one other members of 
the organization were taken Into cus- 
tody and maps, charts and pictures^ 
of buildings, bridges, tunnels and' 
<3*ns In California, together with. In- 
structions regarding the use of dyna- 
mite are said to have been seized. The 
police believe the maps and charts 
were for use m carrying on an I. "W. 
"W. reign of terror In this state. 


"Our evidence is dead against Hood 
end Voetter," said Chief Conran. 
"Their layout is the same type as that 
used in the dynamiting of the execu- 
tive mansion." 
BELIEVE PLANT 
WAS TO BE WRECKED 


Hood and Voetter, the latter of 


whom is said to be a German, abso- 
lutely refused, to talk when detec- 
tives made an effort to examine them. 
The dynamite -which the two men had 
In their possession was sent to Sacra- 
mento, the police declare, 
through 


the Wells Fargo Express Company 
from Smart, Cal., a small town in the 
heart of the Sierra Nevadas. Smart 
Is heated near tho large SpaulcLng 
dam of the Pacino Gas and Electric 
Company. Detectives express the be- 
lief that the I. W. W. have a secret 
dynamite cache in the mountains near 
Smart. 


Chief Conran asserted his belief 
that the dynamite was brought to thia 
city for the purpose of blowing >up the 
large steam plant and distributing 
station tonight. If such a plan had 
been carried out, the city of Sacra- 
mento would have been thrown Into 
complete darkness. 


Following issuance of his statement, 


Conran ordered a special detail of 
police to stand guard over the I. W. 
W headquarters and to see that noth- 
ing was removed from the premises. 


In the raid, which was ordered after 


the arrest of Hood and Voetter, thirty- 
one I. W. W. members were seized and 
lodged in JalL 
All were plentifully 
supplied with money, detectives de- 
clared. 
EXPLOSIVES HIDDEN 
UNDER BARS OF SOAP 


In addition to the maps and charts, 


pictures were found in the I. W. W. 
offices of government and-state build- 
ings In California, and floor plans of 
some of these were also disclosed.

Marr entered Into aviation work in 


the service of France In 1916. In 
June of this year Marr with fellow 
aviators participated-In fifteen aerial 
battles. Marr fought his way through 
two planes 
single-handed, landing 


safely on French Boil. In September 
he took part la a sensational battle 
with a flock of war Taubes, during 
which he had one wing shot off his 
machine, but nevertheless again re- 
turned to his own lines, -without per- 
sonal damage.

laid the whole blame upon a "system 
that is the curse of America." That 
system he called "Crozierism," be- 
cause, he declared, Its chief exponent 
In the v.ar department Is Major-Gen- 
eral William Crozier, chief of ord- 
nance.

Supposed Spy Is 


Slain by Patrol 


At Mexican Line 


EL PASO, Tex., Dec. 22-— 


Charles Feige, of New York city, 
believed to be a German spy, 
was shot and killed tonight ten 
miles east of El Faso, by a Sev- 
enth cavalry border patrol, 
while attempting to ford the Rio 
Grande and cross into Mexico. 


The bocly. of Feige was recov- 


ered and important maps, docu- 
ments and other military infor- 
mation was found in hia pock- 
ets, with a bank book, showing 
heavy deposits in a New York 
bank. Names and addresses of 
persons in France, Spain and 
Chile were also found in his 
notebook.

Feige had been in the vicinity 


of El Paso for some time, and 
had excited suspicion by mak- 
ing sketches and photographs 
here. , 


Startling disclosures were ex- 


pected when the full military in- 
vestigation was completed. The 
nature of the papers found was 
not revealed, although it was 
said the plans of many Ameri- 
can manufacturing plants were 
included.

Senator Jones, New Mexico, made 


a strong effoit to have the Hoover 
statement incorporated in the records 
today. Reed, however, stated that as 
Hoover would be heard on Friday, it 
would be time then to get his state- 
ment.

XO OPPORTUNITY TO COXFEK. 


The telegram from Major General Black, chief of 


the army engineer corps, to County Clerk Gross, 
published in yesterday's TRIBUNE, shows that the 
question of the deferment of the construction of the 
estuary bridge still depends upon the report of 
Colonel Heuer, the local representative of the army 
engineers. 


General Black says that the recommendations of 


the TTar Department as to permitting material to 
be furnished for the construction of the bridge, ''will 
depend on the recommendations of Colonel Heuer." 
He suggests that the supervisors of Alameda county 
confer with Colonel Heuer. 


General Black obviously is not yet aware of the 


fact that the latest investigation of the estuary 
situation by Colonel Heuer was ordered without 
the knowledge of the people of this county, upon a 
request for delay made in secret, and which was 
favored with every attempt to keep secret. Colonel 
Heuer declined to grant a conference to the offi- 
cials and civic representatives of the county and 
limited the privileges of the people to filing writ- 
ten protests against the contemplated delay. It is 
understood that 
Colonel Heuer's report was 


despatched to Washington several days ago—be- 
fore the receipt of General Black's telegram. 
- If the War Department is inclined to shape its 
action in accordance with Colonel Heuer's recom- 
mendation it ought to take cognizance of the above 
facts and the further circumstance that all inter- 
ests in Oakland and Alameda are unanimously in 
favor of immediate removal of the present obstruc- 
tive bridges and the building of a ntw bridge. 


As previously stated by THE TRIBUNE, the people 


of this community desire nothing else than to give 
loyal support to the government in prosecuting 
the war, and if there had been any official state- 
ment that the steel for the bridge was actually 
needed fpr war purposes, no objection would have 
been made. But no such statement has been issued. 
On the contrary, the movement for delay was 
started, from every indication, by those who might 
be selfishly interested in delay. It was on th» 
that the secret investigation by Colonel Heuer was 
ordered. Such a procedure was wholly improper. 


AMERICA'S POSITION. 


German Chancellor Von Hertling declared a few 


days-ago that Premier Lloyd George was the stum- 
bling block to an immediate peace. By which he 
meant that the views of the British prime minister 
did not coincide with those of Germany as to jusfc 
conditions of peace. It was a .characteristic piece 
of Prussian fatuousness, for any minister of the 
Allied governments could have used the Von'Hert- 
ling phrases against Von Hertling by the simple 
substitution of names, had it been possible for 
them to condescend to such stupidity. . 


But as if to strip the German chancellor's mind 


of all illusions ^whatsoever and to constitute a reply 
to the Germss. propaganda rumor of 2. pca.ce offer 
from the kaiser at Christmas time, Mr. Lloyd 
George has restated the war aims and peace con- 
ditions of Great Britain. These may be para- 
phrased as follows: 


1. The world must have security from Germany 


for future world peace. One guarantee for such a 
world peace must be the destruction of German 
military power and must be the democratization of 
the German government. 


2. Victory is essential. A league of nations in 


which Germany was represented by a triumphant 
militarism would be a hollow farce. 


3. The complete restoration and compensation 


for territories the Central Powers have taken. 


4. The question of the former German colonies 


is one for decision at the international peace con- 
ference. The*, future' trustees must consider the 
sentiments of the people themselves—whether they 
desire to return to their former masters. 


5. Mesopotamia and Armenia should never be 


restored to Turkish rule.

NOT in proper proportion and adjustment with the other three, Belief is Fan- 
aticism. 


When IN proper proportion and adjustment with the other three, Love is 


the gentle moon which illumines our pathway through the darkness. When in 
proper proportion and adjustment with the other three, Fight is the pillar of 
cloud by day and the pillar of fire by night, leading us out of the land of 
bondage into the land flowing with milk and honey. 
IN its proper proportion 


and adjustment with the other three, Hope is the sun, toward which, as we 
look, the shadows of our burdens are cast behind. 
IN its proper proportion 


and adjustment witK the other three, Belief is the magnetic pole, by which we 
sailed the trackless sea of life with the full assurance that we shall safely arrive 
at the haven of rest upon the other shore. 


A just and proper proportioning of the fundamental elements which go to 


die determining of human life, of the national life, of the Christian life, will 
make that life high, will make that life abundant, will make life worth the liv- 
iing, will put us in accord with Him who says: "Whatsoever ye would that 
men e'iould do unto you, do ye even so unto them." 


It is your business and mine to so order our lives that the fundamental ele- 


ments shall be as nearly in proper proportion and accord as we can make them, 
and it is our business to help others to so adjust their lives, not in the pharisaical 
way, but in the fulfillment of the Christ spirit. 


To accomplish this means WORK, means the carrying of a burden, means 


the subjection of self; no Work, no Win; no Cross, no Crown; no Devil, no 
Divinity; no Sinners, no Saints; no Vice, no Virtue; no Hell, no Heaven; no 
Sacrifice, no Salvation; no Fight, no Freedom. 


I indulge the hope and I entertain the belief, that out of the world destruc-

"SUICIDE" 
LAW 


OF BERKELEY 


IS 
REPEALED 


BERKELEY, Dec. 22. — What Is 


known as Berkeley's "suicide" ordi- 
nance has been repealed by the City 
Council, which means that persons 
who risk their lives by Jumping off 
and on trains while in motion will 
no longer be subject to arrest. The 
ordinance 
prohibited "all persons 


from getting on or off railroad cars 
or trains or car propelled by steam, 
while in motion." 
In rescinding the 
ordinance the 
city officials agreed it was of no use 
to the city as such matters are in 
the hands of the railroad people and 
have no particular bearing on the 
city. It was pointed out that not an 
arrest has been made for violation 
of the "suicide" ordinance sjnca It 
went into effect in 1902. The meas- 
ure was adopted then particularly to 
Towrt ffc'dPiti on the local steam 
trains which then operated on Sua.;- 
tuck avenue.

Bhown in getting started the first of- 
ganlzatlon of traffic officers of any 
state in the Union. 


The convention was a success—an 
enthusiastic success. The traffic of- 
flotrs and the motorists got together 
and each got the viewpoint of the 
other. The result promises, to- bring 
about a better understanding and bet- 
ter observance of the motor vehicle 
laws of California. 
But the biggest 
feature of the convention is develop- 
ing this week by the action taken by

convene and organize state organiza- 
tions like we did in Oakland, and then 
in the .summer of 1913 it is proposed 
to hold a national convention of 
traffic' officers in Oakland.

The new device Is known as the Rand 


Reflector and differs materially from the 
lenses In that it controls the light from 
the reflector itself. Described by the lo- 
cal officials, the Rand is a silvered par- 
aboloid reflector, scientifically designed to 
throw all the light on the road. The upper 
half of the reflector Is curved on a dif- 
ferent axis fro rathe lower half.

Vallejo and Benlcia would probably come up for air at a call for 
a meeting to plan' such a league, but with marine and navy teams in about 
all branches of spots these towns are likely to be well provided for in the 
way of baseball next summer. Also they might fight in better with a river 
league that would include Rio ViBta and other towns that might center 
around Stockton. 


OTHER LEAGUES TO SPRUVG TTP. 
It looks like a great year for independent baseball next year and it wwild 


not be surprising to see half a dozen such leagues spring Into esistence. 
In addition to the eight team league suggested above, and the river league 
centering on Stockton, there will of course be a revival of the Sacramento 
Valley Trolley League. And the fans around Modesto are talking of build- 
ing up a league in that part of the State. The effort to get the winter base- 
ball league in Southern California going right does not seem to be meeting 
with m'uch success, but there is a strong possibility that independent sum- 
mer baseball would have a better fate. 


Some of these leagues might even be strong enough to play two games 
a week—Saturday and Sunday-—and without any effort to start as outlaw 
baseball organizations, It would not be surprising to see some of these

Those who are boosting the independent league are planning to gret an

•DEED OF TRUST GIVEN. 
.... 


On July 6, 1912, Portola Realty Com- 


pany gave its promissory notes in the 
sum 'of $58,077.32 to E. Winship, and 
executed a deed of trust . covering 
certain land to J. P. Carlston and 
Arthur Harris aa trustees. The .deed 
of trust pVovided among other things 
that in. case of default and upon de- 
mand of the holder of the indebted- 
ness 
the 
trustees should sell the 


property at public auction-as a whole 
or in their discretion in such parcels 
or subdivisions as they deemed rea- 
sonable, after first publishing notice 
of SEle- once a week for three weeks; 
and also provided that as one of the 
terms of such .sale all bids and pay- 
ments should be made 
in 
United 
States gold coin. 


- 
DEFAULT MADE. 


Thereafter Mr. .Winship transferred 


the promissory notes .to the Central 
National Bank as collateral security 
for the Indebtedness .of a certain cor- 
poration of which he was president. 
The Indebtedness 
of . the 
Portola 


Realty Companv became due June 6. 
1S13, and was unpaid. Shortly there- 
after the Central National Bank as 
holder of the notes, served a written 
demand upon the trustees requiring 
them to sell the land as provided in 
the deed of trust. 


THREE WEEKS' NOTICE. 


In accordance with the demand, the 


trustees gave notice of their proposed 
sale and caused said notice to' be 
published 
for three weeks aa re- 


quired by the deed of trust. 
The 


notice of sale provided that.the prem- 
ises would be sold as a single parcel. 


Just *before the day set for the 


sale the plaintiff commenced an ac- 
tion in the Superior Court and ob- 
tained an order requiring the trus- 
tees to postpone the sale to July 21, 
1913. and to offer the property In 
three parcels, and the court further 
directed that the trustees should pub- 
lish for not less than five days prior 
to said July 21, 1918, notice that tha 
property would be offered In paresis 
as designated by the court. 


SECOND NOTICE PUBLISHED. 
When the plaintiff applied to the 


court for said order, the trustees 


. postponed the sale for one week and 
again postponed the sale to July 21, 
1913, 
the date ordered by the court, 


and five days prior thereto published 
the notice .of the "offer for sale In 
three parcels as directed by the 
court order. 


On July 21, 1913, th« postponed day 


of the sale, the trustees offered the 
property for sale In parcels, but there 
were no bidders. They thereupon of- 
fered it as a whole, whereupon Mr. 
Winship bid S60.000, and it was ac- 
cordingly declared sold to him. 


NO GOLD COIN 
The purchaser, 
Winship, dl<l not 


actually deliver to the trustees pay- 
ment in United States gold coin, nor 
did he pay,any part of tho price in 
United States gold coin, but Immedi- 
ately after the sale he borrowed from 
the Central National Bank, the hold- 
er of the promissory notes and the 
beneficiary under the deed of trust, 
the said sum, and credit was made- 
on the records of said bank, on ac- 


count of said sale, and a deed to th6 
property was thereupon executed by 
the trustees to the purchaser. 


At all times involved in these 


transactions up to and after the sale 
under the deed of trust, 'J. F. Carls- 
ton, one of the trustees, was presi- 
dent of the said bank and the other 
trustee, Mr. Harris, was a stockhold- 
er therein. 


SUIT TO ANNUL SALE. 


Following the making of the deed 


from the trustees to the purchaser, 
Winship, the Portola Realty Com- 
pany commenced an action in equity 
in 
the Superior Court of Alameda 


county seeking to have the sale by 
the trustees under the trust deed set 
aside upon the grodnd that the no- 
tice offering the property in parcels • 
was published only for five days and 
not for three weeks, as required by 
the 
trust 
deed; upon .the further 


ground that the sale was invalid be- 
cause the purchaser did -not pay the 
purchase price in gold coin but only 
by the passing 
of 
certain credits 


upon the books of the bank, and also 
upon the ground that the 
trustees 


were interested as officials or stock- 
holders 
In the bank, which by as- 


' signment had become the holder of 


the indebtedness and the beneficiary 
under the deed of trust 


The trial • in 
the local Superior 


Court was had before Judge Everett 
J. Brown, whot held that the objec- 
tions raised to the sale under the 
deed of trust were not sufficient to 
affect the validity, of the sale, and 
judgment was accordingly given in 
favor of the • defendants; from which 
judgment the plaintiff appealed. 


DECISION ON APPEAL. 


The opinion of the First District 


Court of Appeals was given by Jus- 
lice Richards, ar.d is Ir. part as fol- 
lows: "The contention of the appel- 
lant that the sale by the trustees 
should be set aside for the reason 
that the notice of the sale of the 
premises In parcels was not published 
for the full period of three weeks 
prior to said sale, but only for the 
period of five days required by the 
court's order, 'we find to be without 
merit, In view of the fact that the 
trustees were empowered by the ex- 
press terms of the deed of trust to 
sell the premises as a whole or in 
parcels at their .discretion: and hence 
their original notice of sale was suf- 
ficient in form and substance to give 
them jurisdiction to make the sale, 
which jurisdiction the subsequent or- 
der of the court requiring the offer 
of the property in parcels might di- 
rect, but could not destroy. 


"The further contention of the ap- 


pellant that the sale was invalid be- 
cause tha paTTnent of tho sum b!d 
was not made in gold coin, Is suffi- 
ciently answered by the finding of 
ihe court, showing how the transfer 
of the amount of the purchase price 
from the purchaser to the trustees 
was accomplished, viz., by a loan and 
credit upon the books of the bank, 
which was at the time the creditor of 
the plaintiff and the beneficiary of 
the trust deed. 
Under such condi- 


tions no physical transfer of the ac- 
tual gold coin from the purchaser to 
the trustees was necessary to satis- 
fy the requirements of the trust deed. 


NO VIOLATION. 


The final contention of the appellant 


Is that since the trustees were also 
Interested as officials or stockholders 
in the bank which had become by 
transfer from the original creditor the 
holder of the plaintiffs 
obligations 


and the beneficiary of the trust dec<i, 
they were . held to the exercise of 
5omc degree of duty in safeguarding 
the interests of the plaintiff, to which 
they did not adhere in the sale of the 
plaintiff's property, might be meri- 
torious if the record disclosed 
any 


' such violation of their trust; hut in 
that respect the. appellant has not

SAOSAMENTO, Dec. 22^—"Select your 


seed! Let only the best plants bo the 
parents of next year's crops." 


Such Is the appeal made to the fan' 


mers of California by the committee on 
resources and food supply of the Califor- 
nia State Council of Defense, which calls 
particular attention, as a case to point, 
to the advise given In a ba3et!n on 
"Grain Sorghum Seed." written by Prof. 
Ernest Baboock of the University of Cali- 
fornia, and-obtainable free by writing to 
the college of agriculture at Berkeley, 


Twelve heada of sorghum will plant an 


acre. The best method of obtaining Bofr- 
phum seed, according to Professor Bab- 
cock, Is to select seed from the best In- 
dividual plants, to plant tho seed from 
each head In a row by itself, and to re-~ 
tain only seed from tho best plants in 
the best rows. By the third year there 
will ba an ample supply of new seed for 
a large acreage, and this seed should bo 
worth considerably more than ordinary 
seed. 


Such Improvement In sorghum crops 


can be achiev*ri, h«y°w."eT., t>y the slnplir 
method of driving a wagon up and down 
the f.eld before the main sorpaum crop 
is harvested, selecting tho sorphum heads 
which are largest, most compact, and 
best filled, and so promise the highest 
yield, and which are or uniform height. 
To obtain uniformity In height the nest 
year, both the very short and the very 
tall plants should be avoided in select-

wealth to his two grand-daughters. They went 
to New York city, where, on account of their 
great beauty and wealth, they met with instant 
success socially and were the recipients of count- 
less offers of marriage, among which were many 
from impecunious foreigners with titles. Laura 
Stallo developed such dexterity in handling her 
"victims" that she was nearly married five times 
before she finally kept her mind made up long 
enough to become the bride of the Italian Prince 
Rospigliosi, who was the fourth member of his 
family to capture an American heiress. In fact, 
it was Laura Stallo who became "the first jilt 
by wireless" when she sent a marconigram to 
Jefferson Patterson Crano of Dayton, a nephew 
of John.

HOW SHIPS SINK 


N 


EARLY every class or design of vessel is 
said to sink In a particular way. For 
instance, the old type of single-bottom 


steamer, with few or no bulkheads—that is, in 
the modern sense of the term—almost invariably 
founders on more or less of an even keel, which, 
means that they sink level, and not with their 
bow or stern up in the air. 


This is accounted for by the' fact that at what- 


ever point the water may enter, it practically 
finds its own level, as there are no sub-divisions 
to obstruct it. 


Now, In the case of a modern vessel, which 


Is built with numerous sub-divisions, it invari- 
ably happens that she founders with her bow or 
stern high out of the water: or else she sinks 
with a heavy list, or cant, to one side or the other. 
The reasons given for this is that the buiiheads 
prevent the water which enters tho vussel from 
finding its level; cousoquouuy, \vl\cii on* par- 
ticular portion of the ship is full o" water while 
the remainder is practically water-tight, that part 
•which is water-laden sinks first, owing to- fta 
greater weight,

Inches thick, ono and one-quarter inches 
wido and Ib Inches long, for tho legs. To 
got a mark tar cutting tho end, fastened 
to tho box, lay off from tho top on one| 
odgo three und one-half Inches, and six 
and ono-qiinrtcr on tho other.

leg across tho sldo marked, «.with one 
corner 
at tho three and one-half-inch

Inches wldo and 14 Inches deep, having 
strips nailed across tho box at right an- 
gles to each other as shown In the draw- 
Ing, leaving an opening In the center to 
receive tho trunk of the troo. 
A largo 


nail driven through the bottom of tho box 
Into tho end of tho treo trunk will pre- 
vent Us tipping. Should tho tree bo large 
a number of bricks placed In the box will 
add weight to tho support, thus holding1 
tho treo more solid. 


Attractive homo mado tree trimmings 


can ibo mado by stringing popcorn, cran- 
berries and peanuts, either In combina- 
tions or In strings of all one kind. Hearts 
falrlos, bolls, etc., cut from silver, gold 
and colored paper look well tied from 
the limbs of tho treo.

Recall Elections Doomed 


The result of the recall effort almost warrants the 


prediction that this- class of elections is headed for the 
discard. Nearly everything that characterizes them is a 
nuisance. Especially so is the "literature'' campaign- 
ing that is intended to appeal to the voter in behalf of 
the issues and candidates. In the election of Tuesday 
not all the appeals were taken with extra seriousness, 
however. 
One which carried the pictures of eight 


easily recognized persons who have figured on the bor- 
derland, so to put it, together with a big interrogation 
mark and the query, "Are these Anarchists?'' was par- 
ticularly noticeable. It was in answer to the conten- 
tion that this election was a test between anarchy and 
order. The general conclusion was that the advertise- 
ment ^"2$ not good publicity in the direction intended.

The pictures of the others are of 
thoep whos-e Tinlitipfil arrivirips for rhp most part have 
not discouraged the sort of thing that leads up to vio- 
lence. The presentation of the several pictures was 
maladroit, in the opinion of many, and the cpue&tiun 
as to whether they were anarchists was not certain of 
an answer in the negative in some quarters. 
The Freight Congestion 


The freight congestion is very serious. More than 


3000 loaded cars arc shunted on sidetracks all the 
way from Port Costa to Iledwood City, and at other 
points where idle trackage can be found. Most of the 
Ireight is for the Orient. On account of the war the 
world's freight bound for the Far East nearly all 
comes this \\ay instead of a large portion of it going 
through the Suez canal. Most of the freight that is 
blockading this port has been billed through to 
Oriental destinations. At the outset, according to rail- 
way representatives, steamship companies encouraged 
shipments, and as a consequence railroads accepted 
all the freight that was offered. Almost immediately 
the volume of business exceeded the ship capacity, and 
ihcu the ocean carriers adopted ihe plan <>l picking 
and choosing their business, accepting that class of 
freight that paid the best. I'.ut if they had taken it as it 
came thej' would not ha\e been able to relieve the 
congestion, for there is not enough of them. Mean- 
while, freight cars continue to arrive, with nowhere 
to unload and with urgent demands for the cars to be 


inpiiod Miid returned for other service. The situation 
is recehing 
attention from 
the national go\ern- 
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agers. For it is seen that government control is tbe 
readiest immediate solution. The government can 
order everybody to do everything, as a railroad has 
not the power to do. It is an unprecedented emer- 
gency. In addition to the congestion from mil freight 
is that from steamship Ireight, which cannot be nu^ed 
because of lack of cars, but which is unloaded on the 
docks. The freight -situation here is one of the veiy 
serious- complications of the war, far away as the 
firing line is.

The Missing Cornerstone 


The ancient book of record that Treasurer Mc- 


Dougald unearthed from somewhere in the City Hall 
district has renewed discussion as to the vanished 
cornerstone of the old City Hall. The book contains 
entries relating to the laying of that cornerstone, 
showing that the cost of that ceremony approximated 
S:1oOO. It is but natural, therefore, rhsit iiitei-p^r «hrm]rl 
be manifest in the masonry, and a desire on the part 
of the city's representatives to possess it after its 
offices had been completed. For be it known that on the 
demolition of the old City Hall the cornerstone disap- 
peared entirely. This is somewhat singular in view of 
the fact that the stone weighed at least five tons. Con- 
temporary prints say it weighed ten tons, but scientific 
calculation, based on its dimensions, make five tons 
the more probable figure. 
But a five-ton block of 


granite is a considerable thing for a thief to negotiate, 
especially when a watchman has been set to guard it. 
Just how, under all the circumstances, the cornerstone 
got away is a very deep mystery; but there is no doubt 
as to its complete disappearance. It contained some 
considerable deposits of intrinsic value, such as coins; 
but, of course, its greater ^ alue would be the docu- 
ments of nearly a half century ago that were inclosed. 
Speculation as to the culprits exonerates all collectors 
of Californiana, hut is unequal to settling on the class 
of persons that probably performed the unusual theft. 
Even the granite block in which the copper box ot 
relics was deposited has never been found. It is be- 
lieved it was shunted in the company of other granite 
pieces of the ruin and split up in paving blocks and

It has prospered, having a monopoly of the "jit"' 
business in this city, which after all doesn't seem to 
be very hazardous; but the State authorities held that 
the concern was attempting too much on a too-slender 
margin, and required it to conform to general regula- 
tions, \\hich meant the addition of §73,000 to its 
capital. It was not able to accomplish this, and so it 
yielded up the ghost and turned its business over to 
tlie Western Indemnity Company. Hereafter jitney 
men will have to pay §12.30 a month as indemnity 
guarantee instead of ?8. Gallagher coined money at 
the latter Jigure. AiUiougu the jilne^s uart around 
in what appears to be a reckless manner, very few- 
costly accidents have happened them. The difference 
in what they paid and what tJhey must now pay is s-t> 
considerable for the jitney industry that it is believed 
it will put some of them out of business.

Hunter's Pointers Reconciled 


I struck an encouraging note of harmony during the

City Projects Delayed 


The city seems to be up against a rather serious 


proposition in two of its very important enterprises.1 


The money market is such that there is *no sale for 
municipal bonds. The city is therefore unable to 
realize on its Hetch Hetchy securities, or the three 
million of school bonds recently voted. The need of 
increased school facilities is pressing. 
The Ketch 


Hetchy project may lie in abeyance, but its comple- 
tion at the earliest date is desirable from every point 
of view. If it becomes necessary to cease work upon 
it there will be great loss through the break: and 
since the city has undertaken to provide a new water 
supply, the sooner it shall be completed the better it 
will be financially and otherwise. There is now a 
little over a million in the Hetch. Hetchy fund. It will 
be remembered that the recent attempt to place five 
millions failed. When the fund on hand is used up, 
with the refusal of the market to absorb more of the 
bonds, work Avill have to cease. Both the Hetch Hetchy 
and the school bonds bear 4^ per cent interest. The 
outlook for municipal bonds at that figure, with Lib- 
erty bonds at 4; and a prospect of their being even 
better than that, is not promising. 
Anything Happened to Jordan? 


What has happened between Secretai-y of State 


Jordan and the governor? It was not long ago that 
the secretary attracted attention as a particular pro- 
ponent of the governor. The fact was noticeable be- 
cause of the very pronounced absence of cordiality 
between the secretary and the former governor, and, 
indeed, between that official and most of the Pro- 
gressive proponents. It seemed to betoken an entirely 
new alignment 
Xow, however, the secretary is in- 


clined to register surprise when an allusion is made 
to a special political friendship betw-een him and the 
governor, and to lie away off as to the governor's 
chances at the next election. There is some specula- 
tion as to whether Private Secretary Madsen has not 
intervened with a showing as to how any apparent 
alliance of the governor with the secretary would ap- 
pear in Progressive eyes, especially in the eyes of the 
former governor, who has become finicky anyhow, and 


irarding whom the utmost caution is necessary. It 


certainly would not make a hit with the former gov- 
ernor and present senator if there was a State-wide 
spectacle of his appointee foregathering with his 
dearest political enemy.

Mischief of Lie Mongering 


Attention is being paid to "lie mongers," who seem 


to abound everywhere. The chief monger is the one 
who starts a story calculated to create distrust of the 
government and the national cause. He is aided by 
the fool monger, who circulates the story without any 
consideration as to its probability or effect. The mis- 
chief these do has been taken account of in high official 
places, but has not yet been made the subject of gov- 
ernmental action. It has been suggested that a series 
of war Ananias clubs be organized, the initiates to be 
elected by those who catch the mongers at the business 
of circulating rumors that tend to discredit and ham- 
per the sroverniMPiit. the im'fiatinr. •*,-> r-nr.cqsf r>f •nosfjj.o- 
the names of all such. Some of these stories are highly 
ridiculous. One of them is to the effect that Private 
Secretary Tumulty has been imprisoned on a charge 
of treason. I have come into the knowledge of a highly 
developed variant of this story, in circulation here 
through a medium that is certainly not expected to do 
anytning to impair the national effort or lessen the 
public faith. A thoroughly reliable gentleman relates 
that while in a barber's chair he overheard-the occu- 
pant of au adjoining chair telling the operative who 
had him in hand that he had heard that Secretary 
Tumulty had been found gtiilfy of treason, and had 
been taken out and shot! The imoluntary eavesdropper 
was much astonished to find that the retailer of the 
rumor was a captain in the United States army, and 
assumed the role of the civilian remonstrating with the 
soldier on the score of patriotism by intimating the 
improbability of the story and the mischief likely to 
result from circulating it. It was pointed out that 
whatever an officer of the army might say in such con- 
nection would be given greater credence than as 
though it came from a civilian; and the officer was 
reminded that such a story, told in a barber shop under 
such circumstances, was in a way to have extended 
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his way, and was half apologetic before the discussion 
came to a conclusion. This, illustrates how rumors 
grow—Tumulty was at first only imprisoned, but in 
the repetitions of the rumor he was shot There does 
not need to be an" argument to convince of the mis- 
chief done by thoughtless repetitions of stories adverse 
to the national cause, and which are in many instances 
deliberately started by national enemies. The fact that 
Mr. Tumulty has recently issued a statement from his 
office at the Capital that he has neither been shot or 
imprisoned does not seem to make any impression on 
the lie spreaders.

A Hun Story 


Many stories get published illustrating the Hun 


activity and domination of individuals everywhere— 
how Germans are admonished and ordered to make 
individual effort to help the cause wherever they may 
find themselves. One was related to me durin"- the 
week. The narrator was personally knowing to the 
circumstances. A German servant girl had been with 
a family for ten years. 
She was unusually efficient, 


and had become greatly attached to members of the 
family, and had won her way into the paragon class. 
Very soon after war was declared she announced her de- 
sire to leave her employment. This greatly surprised her 
employers, who endeavored to ascertain -what was the 
matter. In this they were unsuccessful. The paragon 
was stolid, and left with the cause of her disaffection 
unrevealod. Six months later her former employer met 
her, and inquired as to her fortunes. The girl broke 
down and sobbed out her story. It was to the effect 
that, being a German subject, she received instruc- 
tion, immediately war was declared, to pursue a "en- 
eral course of wastefulness in connection with her 
work; to throw away food and generally to perform 
her menial service in a way that would tend to cause 
loss to her employers. She was thus to do her bit to 
cripple the country by impairing its food supply. The 
girl said her employers had been so kind to her that 
she could not bring herself to do that, and that was the 
reason why she had left her employment. 
Obregon's Visit 


There are a number of people who would give a. good 


deal to know just what is the occasion of General 
Obregon's visits to San Francisco and his trips to 
Washington. His \isit here five months ago was duly 
taken account of on this page. Then he came with a 
considerable retinue. He went hence to Washington 
and was received by the President He went home bv 
way of Cuba; but he came back again, and is now mak- 
ing his second trip to Washington. Obregon was one of 
the most successful generals in the Mexican federal 
army, and is one of the most popular men in tie re- 
pubiic. lie is on excellent terms with Carranza. but 
is not now in public life. There is a vague intimation 
that is regarded by a majority of the substantial 
citizens of Mexico as the most available candidate for 
the presidency when the next change comes to be 
made.

Among the Innumerable methods 


that have from lima to time received 
consideration toward the achieving1 


of world peace probably none lias 
been more often discussed than some 
sort of an International organization. 
Tho Socialists 'purposed, winning the 
goal by the development of their own 
"International,", only 'to

non-political expression of the same

has boon almost entirely In academic 
hands is neither an argument for or 
against it. 
Ideas Cor the ameliora-

•value, moreover, is not bolter to bo 
measured by their concrete accom- 
plishments than by the 
extent to 


which they force people to think. 
And on this basis the League to En- 
force Peace has at least tho bettor 
of an argument with the American 
Association tor International Concil- 
iation and similar even more academ- 
ic bodies. 


What the League to Enforce Peace 


has proposed, who the proponents 
have been and, to a large extent, 
what sy&'tematlzalion may be made— 
during the present hiatus in peace 
talk—of their propositions. Is com-

Marburg's 
just 
published 


"League of Nations." 
Mr. Marburg, 


publicly known chiefly as an ante- 
bellum United States minister to Bel- 
gium, Is In addition a capable student 
of International law,

munity of Interests, perhaps, which 
this.1 establishes that has evolved for- 
mer President Taft as a sponsor for 
the book.

And yet an artist finds himself at 3 
o'clock one afternoon upon a. concert 
platform confronted with 
tin audi- 


ence and tho necessity to rehash a 
Prog-ram of works that ho has given 
over and over again, as it to be won- 
dered at that there is often a lack of 
spontaneity In Interpretation?" 


The scheduled program in a con- 


ventlon against which many an artist 
has struggled In vain. U has become 
nn accepted procedure for the player 
or singer to announce tho numbers 
to bo given in order that they may 
bo advertised in advance. 
And the 


procedure has become a lex non 
scrlpta more powerful than an en- 
acted statute. 


It is pleasant to find an artist hero

At present It serves only four pur- 
poses that come rcnclily to mind: (1) 
to lure auditors; (2) to provide tho 
auditors with something to read and 
rustle and behind which to yawn, if 
thoy are frankly bored; (3) to be 
marked with exclamatory comments 
and laid away for future reference; 
(-1) to refresh tho memory of the 
miiHlc critic as ho writes his review. 


The reference use of a program 


would seem to bo its only permanent 
value, and Inasmuch as at, least half 
of the auditors leave their programs 
lying on tho floor when they depart 
from 
tho hall, even that value Is 


problematical.

dispensing with them altogether is 
worth trying, just to see what would 
happen,* If for no other reason.
